He became Infatuated with her, and It
1« said they expected to be married
Garver. however, already was married
Ho has not been living- with his wift
for several years, but ho lias l>een con-trlbutlng to her support. Soon after hli
return from the South, Mrs. Garret
filed suit for divorce.
Miss Sanders and Garver wore in con;stant communication. Last month sh<

came to Chicago and registered at th«
Fort Dearborn Hotel, and had seen hei
sweetheart there almost every day

This afternoon they met by appointment,and held a long conversation.
"I can't do it," Garver was heard

to say. "You know, X would If I oould,
but it Is Impossible."

"I first met Miss Sanders on a train
on June 8, 1919," said Mr. Garver at
the .South Clark stroet police station. "I
culled on her at her home at I-arcdo, and
when X returned to Chicago we kept up
a steady correspondence.
"During the last year she has made

several trips to Chicago. We had decidedto marry as soon as I had obtainedmy divorce. Finding, however, as

time went on, that we were temperamentallyincompatible, we decided on

August 20 of tills year that we would
call it off, and be just, good friends.

"Miss Sanders made her last trip to
the city on November 1. We met at, the
office of Attorney E. A. Biggs of Chicagoto talk the matter over for the
last tine. This morning she called me

up and wanted me to meet her at the
Fort Dearborn Hotel. We discussed letters.Neither of u« wanted returned the
letters we had written to the other. Then
.she sank to the floor. Where she had
the dagger 1 haven't the slightest idea.

"Miss Sanders was of Spanish descent
and very hot tempered. She had threatenedseveral times to kill me and to
kill herself."
The police believe it possible that the

girl was attempting to come to some

legal arrangement with Garver and that
when it failed she killed herself.

Trunk Line Will Develop Port

Completed.
One of the large trunk line railroad*

running Into New York is preparing to
extend its lines to Staten Island and
develop a great port of entry in the
island, according to announcement ol
Calvin V. Van Name, President of the
Borough of Richmond, at a dinner at
the Fox Hills Club. His address was
made Monday night before the Staten
Island Chamber of Commerce, urging

(the people of P.lchmond to give more
thought and encouragement to such de!velopment of the borough.

Mr. Van Name did not reveal the
name of the railroad which he said has
the new port plan under consideration.
but said it was "the greatest trunk railroadIn the world." Surveys looking to
that end have already been made, he declared.

There, were reports current that either
the New York Central or the Pennsyl
vanla Railroad was the line referred to
by the Borough President, but that
could not be verified. A city official
from the Borough of Richmond expressed
the belief that the road referred to is the
Pennsylvania and stated that the Pennsylvaniahas had such a plan under consldertlonfor a number of years.

Mr. Van Name In his address said th
financing of the JHO.OOO.OOO dock project
now under construction by the city on
the south shore of Stnten Island has been
so successful that the city's borrowing
capacity has not been affected In the
slightesL

October Payment.

Demands for rent increa.es ' f lot) p<-r
cent. from certain tenants of the Bryant
I'arlc Building, at 80 West Fortieth
.street, by Is. K. Hehv.nrtz To., Inc.,
who" have recently secured a forty-two
year lease upon the structure, were
brought to light in a suit tried before
Judgo Frank J. Coleman, Jr., In the
Ninth District Municipal Court yesterday.Joseph C. Ley endccker, magazine
cover illustrator, appeared as defendant
In an action brought to collect $350 for
his October rental. Prior to October 1
he paid $275. The fact that he is under
a verbal contract to do covers for the
Saturday Evening Poet, and is somewhatprosperous, is an insufficient reason,Mr. Leyendeeker maintains, for the
new lessees suddenly to boost his rent
from $3,300 to $6,600 a year.
The building was erected in 1900 by A.

A Anderson, and it was brought out
that lio had not increased the rents col,lotted from the thirty-six tenants during
the war. The Schwartz company, of
which Lou's K. Schwartz is president
and Charles M. Kahn is secretary,
leased the building last summer and
notified Its occupants what the rentalswould he after October 1 and to
state by June 1 whether they would sign
the new leases or move.

Mr. Leyendecker said he scurried all
over the city in a fruitless endeavor to
locate a suitable studio, only to discover
the other studio buildings In town filled
to overflowing, ro he agreed to sign the
new lease. Acting on the advice of
Lewis & Kelcey of 120 Broadway, his
counsel, he decided to take advantage
of the new laws against rent proflteerj-Ing.

A check for 5275,' which represented
n montic's rent under the old rate, was
mailed the Schwartz company. It was
promptly returned and the lessees
brought suit, whereupon the artist depositedthe money with the court. A
second check, mailed for the November
rent, was likewise returned to him.

C. C. Pearce, of counsel for the de
fence, said that while the Schwartz
company pays Mr. Anderson $90,000 a
year for the rent of the building, the
increases Imposed upon the tenants will

I. net the company an annual return of
$150,000 a year. It Is alleged by the
defence that the raises are not uniform,
but. are calculated upon the financial
ability and willingness of the various
occupants'of the building to pay.
One tenant, so Mr. Pearcc said, was

raised but 10 per cent, another 15 per
rent. Other increases were at the rate
of 25, 50 and 75 per cent., and a few
were as high as 110 and 120 per cent.,
Mr. Pearce asserted.

William IT. Reynold;, former St.itr
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Senator, at first asked to pay 100 per
cent. mora rent, compromised upon a
basis of 25 per cent, raiae. Other
tenants whose rent went up included
Harrison Fisher, artist: Stephen It. ElUins,Jr.. son of ttie former Senator from
West Virginia, uud End! Fuchs, sculptor.Mr. Fuclia has refused to pay a
1U0 per cent increase and la r'; cing : ait.
The Schwartz company sought to

show that the increased rent was justifiedthrough increased cost of maintenance.E. Blum, one of tho members of
tl>e Schwartz company, advanced $7,500
to pay .Mr. Anderson hia first month's
rent. It was urged that it was necessaryto burn about a ton of cool dally
at the building throughout the summer
months, chiefly to furnish steam and
hot. water for the Cafe Beaux Arts on
the ground floor.

.Mr. Anderson, the owner, continues to
occupy an apartment in the building,
but.no increase of 100 per cent. In rent
has been demanded of him by the
lessees.
